In the process of trying to unravel the muddle 
of names, made even more insoluble by the addition of 
large U.S. and foreign collections, our emphasis shifted 
from the desire to arrive at an authenticated list of va- 
rieties for presentation to the public, to developing better 
Japanese Iris with new color patterns, more and clearer 
colors and with better branching, a trait not usually 
present in the Higo strain. The ultimate goal of our 
endeavor — a matchless collection of Japanese Iris rep- 
resentative of all types and colors and absolutely guar- 
anteed for nomenclature — has become a reality. As a 
result of our carefully controlled hybridizing program, 
we now offer a superior strain of Japanese Iris, known 
as MARHIGO IRIS. It will be as fascinating for you 
garden fanciers as it is for us to grow some of these 
pioneering MARHIGOS. We honestly believe that, no 
matter what you have seen, read or heard, if you will 
visit our gardens at blooming time you can expect to 
see AMERICA’S FINEST COLLECTION OF JAPA- 
NESE IRIS. 


APPLE BLOSSOM CASCADE Each 7.50 


Immense flowers fully 10 inches across when spread out and the 
informal draping habit characterizes this new light orchid pink 
beauty. Blooms are produced in such great abundance that an 
established clump becomes a veritable mass of color. An iris of 
individual charm that will, we believe, delight the connoisseur of 
Iris Kaempferi. 314 foot stem. 2 way branching. Midseason. Lllus- 
trated on page 5. 


BLUE GENTIAN Each 7.50 


Like one of the Gentians for which it was named, this deep velvety 
blue iris might be called the blue counterpart of Heather Red 
because it is so similar in all respects except color. Flowers measure 
7 to 8 inches across and hold their intense color unusually well 
even in hot weather. Very late. 30 inches. Illustrated on front 
cover. 


CRYSTAL HALO Each 7.50 


Rarely we come upon a new seedling that is quite different from 
any other. This is such an iris. In place of the usual dark colored 
border this unusual Marhigo catches the eye first of all with its 
wide white rim. The striking contrast of white against the inner 
lavender ground penciled purple creates a most dramatic picture. 
The flat flowers enhance the color combination even more em- 
phatically. Well branched stems bear several 8 to 9 inch blooms 
on 4 foot stems for weeks in midseason. Illustrated on page 3. 


FRILLED ENCHANTMENT Each 10.00 


We have closely observed this fascinating Marhigo iris and hon- 
estly believe it is one of the loveliest things ever to appear among 
the countless thousands of seedlings that bloom here annually. 
Its freshness and charm seem to grow on us each year. Similar 
to one of its parents, Kurume-Dome, but definitely superior in all 
respects. The flowers are 14 larger, more ruffled, with a sharper 
and cleaner color pattern. The clear white flower with narrow 
borders of bright rose red is without doubt the best we have yet 
produced in its color class. Branched stems usually bear 4 flowers 
on 314 foot stems. Midseason. Illustrated on page 2.

CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS: Like most azaleas and rhododendrons, the 
Japanese iris will not tolerate lime in any form. For best results 
heavily enriched soil and abundant moisture are necessary. After 
blooming they require no more moisture than other perennials. An 
ideal location is along the banks of a stream or pond. They are suc- 
cessfully grown in most parts of the country and do especially well 
in the Atlantic and Pacific states and the southern borders of the 
Great Lakes. Plant so that the crowns are about 2 inches below the 
ground surface. Do not expect typical flowers until the second year 
as they take more time to become established than bearded iris. In 
dry climates we cannot stress too strongly the importance of constant 
moisture during the growing season. In fact, if your water supply is 
unlimited select a location where you can flood the plants often 
and you will be rewarded with larger flowers. Any well rotted manure 
is the best fertilizer. If your soil is alkaline, the addition of alumi- 
num sulphate, peat moss or oak leaf mold will produce the correct 
soil condition. If the leaves turn yellow, lime very likely is present 
and LIME is FATAL to these iris. Best planted in full sun except in 
warm climates where afternoon shade will prove beneficial. 


HEATHER RED Each 7.50 


This fine reddish purple was selected not only for its nice ruffled 
form and excellent substance but also for its late flowering season. 
After the other red varieties are about past this richly hued beauty 
takes the stage. A perfect companion for Blue Gentian as both 
bloom together and are about the same height, 30 inches. Ilustra- 
tion on front cover. 


KNIGHT IN ARMOR Each 7.50 


One of the finest of scores of selected Warai Hotei seedlings. Ground 
color is light blue veined deep royal purple. The central portion 
is made up of many purple petaloids. The ruffled flowers of stiff 
substance come very late in the season making it most valuable 
for prolonging the blooming season. 4-foot branched stems. 


MAMMOTH MARVEL Each 7.50 


One of, if not the largest, Marhigo we have introduced to date. 
Color pattern is white with uniform medium blue veining. Styles 
are blue edged in white. The lightly ruffled flowers will measure 
11 inches across on well grown established plants. A seedling of 
Osamaru-Miyo, but larger and taller on 414 foot stems. Branched 
stems produce 4 to 6 flowers each. Early to midseason. 


ORIENTAL WITCHERY Each 25.00 


Most gorgeous creation in its color class. The marbled varieties 
have always held a special fascination for us and this brilliant iris 
stands out above them all. The illustration hardly depicts the 
sparkling color ensemble which is on the red side rather than 
blue as seen in Calico Maid and Diamond Mountain. Large 8 to 9 
inch flowers on 3 foot stems. Midseason. . Illustrated on page 3. 


VALIANT PRINCE Each 7.50 


Rich rose red flower of exceptional fine form and just enough 
ruffling for most graceful outline. Not a self as the central portion 
is white, finely netted red with styles similarly marked. Large 8- 
inch flowers come early in the season on 4-foot stems. A beautiful 
cut flower that attracted lots of attention at our flower shows. 
Illustration on page 2. 


WOODLAND BROOK Each 10.00 


As the color picture accurately shows, we have here a distinct color 
perhaps best described as violet blue. An absolute self possessing 
substance and texture that has commanded superlative appraisal 
every year since its maiden bloom in 1955. The opulent flowers are 
extra wide petaled and average 9 inches or more in diameter. Pic- 
tured on page 3.

The bordered selections are always white with blue, red or purple 
edging of varying widths. The stippled types, in addition to the 
border are sparsely to heavily dotted with the border color over 
the remaining white ground. Most entrancing singles are in this 
group with small white standards trimmed reddish or bluish pur- 
ple. We sincerely believe that any of our selected Butterfly Series 
will afford our customers real pleasure at flowering time. 


CARMEN SERIES — Red Selections Each 1.25 


The finest and nearest approach to red comprises this group. 
Shades run from light to dark and some will be selfs, others en- 
hanced by small to large white centers. As Karahashi, a good 
red Higo variety proved to be a splendid parent, giving us gorgeous 
red shades plus superior substance and texture, most of our red 
Higos have been derived from this variety. 


MANON SERIES — Lavender-Pink Selections Each 1.25 
For those who do not desire strong colors, this group should give 
greatest satisfaction. No other type of iris provides us with such 
delicate and lovely shades of purest lavender, mauve and orchid 
pink. Our rigid selections of largest specimens, and clear colors 
promises you only flowers of surpassing beauty. Many varieties 
including strains other than Higos were used here. 


PARSIFAL SERIES — White Selections Each 1.25 
Most visitors as well as ourselves agree that no other flower can 
excel the beauty and pure color of these big white Marhigo seed- 
lings. The reason is that these iris are absolutely white, not creamy, 
bluish or greenish white. Like the Pinafore Series some of the 
singles are of immense size yet graceful like white doves in flight. 
The doubles vary considerably in form. Some are prim and stiffly 
starched, others are extremely ruffled almost to the point of sheer 
abandon. . We can assure you that selections from this group will 
add prestige to any iris collection. 


PINAFORE SERIES — Blue Selections Each 1.25 
Good blue Japanese iris are extremely scarce. Many of the so- 
called blue varieties’ sold today actually present a lavender or 
purple garden effect. We have spent much extra effort to develop 
better blue seedlings and can confidently recommend these Higo 
selections. Campanula, cornflower and periwinkle describe the 
lighter shades. The dark hues are near Wedgwood or navy blue. 
Many of the singles are of gigantic size actually measuring up to 
11 inches across. 


RHINEGOLD SERIES — Purple Selections Each 1.00 
For richness and intensity of color other iris can hardly match 
these velvety purple selections. Deepest shades of plum, violet, 
pansy and royal purple to lighter shades of amaranth and amethyst 
are here. Most are selfs with complementary lemon or orange 
yellow spears. Hisakata, which we have always considered about 
the finest dark Higo variety and Karahashi are in the lineage of 
most of this group. Any of these stand out and contrast well with 
other colors. 


RIGOLETTO SERIES — Veined-Marbled Selections Each 1.00 
This bizarre group is perhaps the most striking and interesting 
of all. Their flamboyant beauty rivals the exotic, though some- 
what macabre colors, of their desert relatives, the fabulous on- 
cocyclus iris. Variations in the color pattern are almost endless. 
Pure white grounds with blue, purple or red veins; reddish or 
bluish purple grounds with darker venation; or colored grounds 
striated white in varying degrees dominate this series. Quite dif- 
ferent are the marbled types. The ground color instead of being 
penciled is marbled or splotched a darker color or white. Nishiki-gi, 
our finest marbled Higo variety is back of most of the marbled 


types.

NATURODATI Each 1.50 
One of the very few peony-types of Japanese iris, this true 
double presents something quite unusual in this flower group 
with its heavily ruffled, almost pompon-like center and the 
curly petal edges. The color is a deep blue violet with white 
centers and some white radial markings. An uncommon, 
medium-size flower of rare attraction. Midseason. Shown in 
color at right. 


NISHIKI-GI (Brocade Trees) Each 3.00 
Outstanding marbled variety. The double flowers are pearl 
white heavily striated and mottled imperial purple and light 
blue. Deep purple styles. 10-inch bloom which is unusually 
large for this type. Midseason. Height 314 feet. Pictured below. 


TORIZAN Each 3.00 
Very bright red bordered semi-double of flaring form. One of 
the most beautiful of this color pattern. Llustrated on page 8. 


YAMATO-NISHIKI Each 3.00 
A rare imported Higo seedling that is really different. The predominant 
color is a soft lavender, very delicately applied in the light veining of the 
petals, the various patches of stippling concentrated around the unusually 
minute signals, down the center of the petals and a little at their tips. It is 
also most strikingly present in tips of the semi-erect styles which glow in a 
soft cream against the white background color of the bloom. All the flower 
segments are heavily fringed, and this fact, together with the presence of 
extra petaloids in the center, makes this flower the most heavily ruffled of 
all the Higos. In fact, the fullness of the center belies the size of the bloom. 
Height 3 feet. Very early, and blessed with the longest blooming season we 
have seen in any iris. Shown in color at right below. é

MARHIGO IRIS — Continued 


BATTLE CRY (Marx 1953) Each 2.00 
Decidedly a step nearer a real red iris. The standards are just a 
shade lighter than the falls, the color strikingly contrasted by a 
large white center and yellow signals. The 7-inch flowers are borne 
high above the leaves on 414 to 5-foot stems, conspicuous in any 
part of the garden. Semi-double and one of the first to bloom. 


BEAUTY ON PARADE (Marx 1957) Each 5.00 
A red-bordered single with attractively flaring falls —one that 
really is parading its beauty. Fanciers may notice similarity with 
the broad-brimmed Higo Iris Torizan, but the wide border of rich 
violet (near amaranth red) is relieved in this new variety by the 
white, slightly stippled center radiating out into the edges of the 
flower. The semi-erect standards are white with thin amaranth 
edge, and the cream-colored styles, so exceptionally long that they 
almost completely hide the signal patch, are tipped amaranth also. 
The stem is one-way branching and 30 inches high. Late. 


BELLE OF THE BALL Each 5.00 
The color picture depicts the beauty of this gorgeous creation 
much better than we can describe it here. On the order of Miyuki- 
Guruma and Nishiki-Yama but more ruffled and colorful than 
either. Also taller with 7- to 8-inch flowers held high above the 
foliage on 4-foot stems. An ideal variety for background plantings. 
Excellent branching produces lots of bloom from early to mid- 
season. Pictured on page 7. 


BLUE LAGOON (Marx 1954) Each 3.00 
Clearest blue, a little deeper than sky blue, a beautiful color seldom 
seen in iris Kaempferi. The smartly cut 8-inch flowers smooth and 
without ruffling, come into bloom very early and continue for weeks 
on well branched 3-foot stems. 


BLUE ORCHID (Marx 1953) Each 3.00 
A distinctive, enchanting flower that will stand out in any planting. 
The color is a bewitching shade of deep orchid lightly veined wine 
purple with wedge-shaped gold markings in the throat. The wide 
8-inch flowers come early and last throughout the season. Height 
about 3 feet. Illustrated on page 8. 


CALICO MAID (Marx 1956) Each 5.00 
Ordinarily, the marbled varieties do not match other colors for 
size, but this magnificent new marbled giant amazes all with its 
size as well as its beauty. Each bloom is a fountain of colors, from 
the rich (Canterbury) blue markings around the central golden 
signals to the lighter violet splotches on the outer portions. The 
entire ground color is pearly white. The massive double blooms 
are lightly ruffled and come rather late in the season. Larger and 
brighter than Nishiki-Gi. 3 to 314 feet. 


COURT JESTER (Marx 1953) Each 2.00 
A flower that fairly glitters in the garden. The colors are com- 
posed of a white ground veined deep blue with rich purple styles 
for contrast. Fully double flowers average 8 inches in diameter. 
Height 40 inches. Early to midseason, Illustrated on page 8. 


DAWN BALLET (Marx 1954) Each 2.00 
Soft bluish violet stippling over a white ground. Large pure white 
center and solid bluish violet on the outer portion of the flowers. 
The clear white styles are edged violet. Large 10-inch flowers, 
among the first to bloom. Three feet. 


EMBOSSED (Marx 1956) Each 3.00 
Here is a Marhigo with precise clear cut features unmatched by 
any iris, except perhaps some of the Oncocyclus clan. The frilly 
white flowers shrouded in a network of sharp, well defined veins 
of deepest (Pansy) blue, and the large tufted center of deepest 
royal purple tipped white, create a distinctive heraldic engraving 
effect. The double 6- to 7-inch flowers are exceptionally ruffled for 
this type. 314 to 4 feet. Midseason. 


FLYING KITE (Marx 1955) Each 2.50 
This beautiful new white iris differs greatly from our earlier 
introductions, Great White Heron and Snowy Hills. The fully 
double, smooth horizontal blooms are not ruffled, and will appeal 
to those who prefer the formal flat type of Japanese Iris. Very 
tall stiff 4-foot stems. Midseason. 


GIANT BLUE BUTTERFLY (Marx 1954) Each 5.00 
Immense yet exceedingly dainty white ruffled flowers up to 11 
inches across and stippled sky blue. Three-foot stems produce 4 
to 5 flowers each in midseason. We do not believe this bewitch- 
ing iris will be topped in its color class for a long time. 


GIFT OF HEAVEN (Marx 1956) Each 5.00 
An absolute self of soft powder blue (Vervain) without a trace 
of purple or orchid, a color very similar to some of the light 
blue shades of Delphinium Chinensis. The flowers are so ex- 
tremely ruffled and full-centered that a half-opened flower looks 
very much like a big rose bud. Medium size blooms, 6 to 7 
inches across on branched 3-foot stems. A perfect charmer at 
blooming time. Midseason. 
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GREAT WHITE HERON (Marx 1953) Each 3.00 
One of the very largest of all Japanese iris. A truly magnificent 
white iris which, with no coddling whatever, produces 11-inch 
flowers year after year. The immense semi-double flowers unfold 
atop tall 5-foot stems, resembling large white birds poised for 
flight. Foliage of graceful arching habit. Early to midseason. 


GUSTO (Marx 1954) Each 3.00 
A dramatic sparkling beauty of rich deep blue. The flower is 
crisp and ruffled, with large white center and radial markings. 
Upright white styles tipped blue. Four to six large conspicuous 
blooms on 3- to 4-foot stems of ideal three-way branching. Mid- 
season to late. 


HOYDEN (Marx 1953) Each 3.00 
Always flashy and eye catching, this true bicolor attracts all eyes 
in the garden like the brash, daring maiden for which it is 
named. Our first introduction of this type, it is an iris with 
clear white falls and erect, incurving red purple standards. Truly 
a most striking addition to any collection! Single 6- to 7-inch 
flowers on 4-foot stems. Midseason. Pictured on page 8. 


IMPERIAL PALACE (Marx 1955) Each 5.00 
A huge velvety beet red almost twice as tall as Karahashi, its 
parent. The amazing feature, however, is the unusually well 
branched stem with as many as 3 fully double 10-inch flowers 
open at once! Unlike most red varieties it has resisted sunburn 
much better due to superior substance. A robust grower and ex- 
tremely free blooming. Established clumps are literally covered 
with flowers. Midseason to late. 4 feet. 


IMPERIAL VELVET (Marx 1953) Each 3.00 
This uniformly purplish-red flower opens deep velvety red pur- 
ple and gradually changes to a lighter tone near crimson or beet- 
red. The blooms endure the hottest July weather without flag- 
ging. Of flaring form and opulent proportions, the fully double 
7-inch flowers are produced over a long season. Well branched

CULTURE: Tall Bearded Iris can be grown with excellent results in 
any fertile soil that has reasonable drainage. Whether the soil is 
neutral, slightly acid or contains lime, makes little or no difference. 
But sunlight is indispensible. The plants should be so set out that 
the root stock (rhizome) is barely underground. If soil is dry at plant- 
ing time, a thorough soaking is beneficial, but once the plants become 
established, they require very little moisture after blooming. When 
the plants become too crowded or decrease their flowering, they 
should be divided. Bearded Iris will grow but not bloom properly 


in shaded locations.

CULTURE: Perennial hardy asters require only moderately fertile soil. 
They are exceedingly hardy and few pests bother them. They may be 
planted about 18 to 24 inches apart and do best in the full sun with 
plenty of moisture. The clumps should not be allowed to become too 
large. When they do or appear crowded, divide them down to teacup- 
size or smaller, taking the new plants from the outside and discarding 
the old centers. A single new shoot will make a fine flowering plant 
by autumn time. 


TIME OF SHIPMENT: Spring or Fall. 


BONNY BLUE (1957) Each 1.00 
This fine new dwarf aster is a medium shade of wisteria-blue, and 
the compact, sturdy plants are vigorous, long-blooming and very 
floriferous. 8-10 inches high and 10-15 inches wide, they bloom 
from mid-August to mid-October, with the peak late in September.

CULTURE: Primroses will not endure excessive heat nor extreme 
aridity. Neither will they withstand sub zero temperatures without 
protection. With few exceptions they prefer a deep fertile soil that 
is cool and moisture retentive. In the Pacific Northwest primroses 
are successfully grown in full sun but for most sections of the country 
we advise considerable shade. 


SHIPMENT: Spring or Fall. Plants shipped from March to May will 
be in bud or flower.

These miniature 20th century hybrids are a most welcome addition 
to the primrose family. All are derived from the precious, diminu- 
tive species Juliae crossed with Acaulis and Polyanthus types. Their 
Juliae traits of unusual hardiness and tolerance of summer heat and 
drouth have enabled gardeners in more difficult areas to grow prim- 
roses successfully for the first time. Reports from the midwest, where 
hot summers and cold winters prevail, already indicate they are 
destined to become most popular throughout the country. For the 
small intimate garden or the cool rockery these miniature jewels will 
afford greatest delight. And as edging plants along garden paths 
or perennial borders they are invaluable. Most varieties are rapid 
increasers and a single clump will provide hundreds of plants in a 
few years. Many bloom so liberally that their leaves are completely 
hidden when in full flower.

They bloom well in dense shade and offer distinctive planting ma- 
terial for the woodland or any location with northern exposure.

Lenten Rose 


The Lenten Rose is among the first perennials to greet the New Year. Extremely hardy and 
weather resistant, the giant flowers seem to leap from the soil at the slightest hint of spring. 
In mild climates the blooms usually appear in January. In colder localities the time may 
be February, March or April. The Lenten Rose, even in full bloom, endures sub-freezing 
temperatures, snow, rain and raw winds with amazing fortitude. 


MILLET HYBRIDS — Finest Strain of Lenten Roses (Mixed Colors Only) Each 1.00 
Nearly 20 years ago we purchased many of the finest named Millet Hybrids imported from 
France.

CULTURE: Plant tubers in any good garden soil 4 to 5 inches 
deep in horizontal positions with the eye or sprout upright. 
After planting do not allow the soil to dry out, as dahlias 
require abundant moisture from the time growth begins. 
Strong bushy specimens are produced by pinching the tops out 
of the plants when they are about one foot high. Well rotted 
manure thoroughly mixed with the soil provides a good fer- 
tilizer for dahlias. For best results plant in full sun except in 
warmest sections of the country where afternoon shade is 
advisable.
